Senate Votes Home Rule Rent Control 


WASHING TON—(4\—The Sen- 
ate last night passed a “home 
rule” bill to extend rent controls 
12 to 15 months and allow some 
rent boosts up to 10 percent. 


The vote was 68 to 10. 


Under the “home rule” provi- 
sions, States would be permitted 
to remove rent curbs. Cities and 
towns would also be allowed to 
decontrol their areas when the 
State governor approved. 

Administration Democrats said 
the home-rule feature would 
“wreck” the entire federal rent 
control protram. 

President Truman had asked 
for a two-year extension of con- 


trols, but an attempt to carry out 

is request was swamped. 4 

Mr. Truman also asked for a 
general strengthening of rent laws 
to punish violators. Both the Sen- 
ate and House measures general- 
ly loosen controls. 

The Senate version now goes 
to the House which has already 
approved a hill calling for a flat 
15-month extension. The House 
measure has a somewhat simi- 
lar “home ruie” provision, which 
would permit States, counties, 
cities and towns to junk rent con- 
trols any -ime—without the con- 
sent of the State’s governor. 

Senate-House differences will be 
subjected to a joint conference. 


Then both Houses must ayprove 
the final version before it goes 
to the President to become law. 

The present law expires 
March 31. 

The Senate knocked out crimi- 
nal penalties of one year in pris- 
on and a $5,000 fine for “willful 
violations’ of fedefal rent ceilings.

On June 29, 1860, she crept 
downstairs in her nightgown, 
picked up her sleeping half- 
brother, carried him into a garden 
toolhouse and almost decapitated 
him with her father’s razor.

NEW YORK —(/)—A one-time 
high Communist who has re- 
nounced the party opened the Gov- 
‘ernment’s case against 11 U. S. 
‘Communist leaders yesterday. He 
‘described inner workings of the 
jparty between 1935 and 1945. 


| Louis F. Budenz, one-time mem- 
‘ber of the U. S. party’s “politburo” 
‘and managing editor of its paper, 
|the Daily Worker, was the first 
‘witness called by the prosecution 
in the conspiracy trial. 


He took the stand 66 days after 
the trial began. 


Budenz linked several of the de- 
fendants to key roles in the party 
machinery in the decade in which 
he was a member. He testified 
that certain of the defendants gave 
‘him his party assignments and di- 
‘rected his activities in running the 
Daily Worker. 


One defendant, Jacob Stachel, 
rebuked him because a statement 
prepared for publication in the 
paper did not give “enough promi- 
nence to Stalin and the interna- 
tional Communist movement,” the 
witness said. 


Budenz left the party in October 
1945, and since has repeatedly de- 
nounced it in lectures and writ- 
ings. He rejoined the Catholic 
Church and taught for a while at 
Notre Dame University. He then 
became a member of the faculty at 
Fordham University where he 
teaches economics. 

In recent months Budnez has 
testified for the Government in de- 
portation hearings brought against 
alleged alien Communists.

still No Consolation for the Pessimists 


WASHINGTON—Against the continued yappings of the calamity howlers we now have fresh apprais- 
als from official Government sources as to the underlying stability of the national economy. These 
Government estimates should be reassuring to business leaders generally. Speaking in Chicago last 
week, Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, Chairman of the Presjdent’s Council of Economic Advisers, had this to 


say about the business outlook for 1949: 

“With the volume of unsatisfied wants among 
consumers and the propensity to spend shown by 
steadily employed Americans,” he predicted, 
“1949 should show a sustained volume of con- 
sumer spending and hence employment only very 
moderately below last year, production even 
higher, and prices adjusted to a better structure 
and a level somewhat but not seriously below the 
peak of 1948.” 

At about the same time other Government 
experts were voicing confidence that the goal of 
60,000,000 jobs, which was considered legendary 
only a few years ago, will again be reached later 
on in the year. Assistant Secretary of Labor 
John W. Gibson is on record with such a pre 
diction. 

The total working force in February was 
57,168,000, still the largest number ever 
recorded for the month and substantially 
greater than for the same month a year ago. 
But because unempleyment rose to 3,221,000 
last month some of the pessimists professed 
to see signs in that of a coming depression. 


Economists of the Federal Reserve Board have 
estimated that the number of jobless would aver- 
age 3,200,000 for the first three months of this 
year, which means that the March figures should 
go somewhat higher. But what is reassuring 
about it is that the present falling off in workers 
is regarded as mostly seasonable, with the 60,-

At 
the peak last year we had a total of slightly 
more than 61,000,000 employed. 

From the standpoint of business and general 
prosperity, the figure to watch is the number of 
people employed rather than those listed as un- 
employed. The fallacy of the latter figures lies 
in the fact that a great many more people have 
been working in the lush war and postwar years 
than ever before. Many of them were not quali- 
fied to hold jobs by the old standards. They were 
drawn into industry by the demand for labor. 

So long as we have a total employment at 
anything approaching the high figure it is today 
there is little for the country to fear concerning 
a depression. The trouble with the pessimists is 
that they look for every little sign that tends on 
the downward side of things. They have been 
so busy predicting depressions that they are un- 
able to see the progress and prosperity that goes 
on around them. 

Another significant factor in the national econ- 
omy is the statement by the Department of Com- 
merce that the aggregate personal income in the 
United States has yet to show much change, 
despite the slight increase in unemployment. 
Other official sources give the following figures 
to: show where the various indicators of United 
States business stand now, compared with the 
highest points reached after the war: 

Total personal income, for example, is down 
only one-tenth of one percent. Wages and sal- 
aries are down 1.4 percent. Weekly earnings, 
average, are off six-tenths of one percent. All 
other personal income is running at high and 
total employment is down only two percent. 


* There is little consolation fer the pessi- 
mists in these figures. They show the strong 
underlying position of American business 
and our national economy. If retail sales 
have fallen off a bit and the people are not 
spending as freely as they were a‘ year ago, 
it only means that we are getting back to a 
buyers’ market, which is a good thing for all.

JOSEPH AND STEWART ALSOP 
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Acheson Scores in First Test 


WASHINGTON—One of the few. encouraging aspects of the 
rather down-at-heel Washington scene is the way that Secretary 
of State Dean G.:' Acheson has taken hold with Congress. The 
succinct, effective drafting of the Atlantic Pact is the first fruit 
of this collaboration. je 


As everyone knows, the members of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee began to be consulted about the drafting of the 
pact some time ago. What is less well known, is that the Senators 
worked on an equal basis with Acheson and his staff, suggesting 
some of the most significant language. The results of this co- 
operative effort are a classic state paper and a unanimous Senate 
committee, which add up to a score of 100 in a difficult test. 


These immediately significant developments, meanwhile, have 
rather obscured another, related event of the greatest long-range 
importance. When he was himself Assistant Secretary of State, 
Ache made the first experiments with a long-range solution of 
the difficult preblem of the executive-legislative relationship. Only 
one true long-range solution is possible—to create a permanent 
climate of informed opinion among the Senators and Representa- 
tives. Acheson made the revolutionary new departure of tellirig 
them the facts on which the administration policy-makers based 
their decision. And it worked. 


System Since Acheson’s departure from Assistant Secretary- 

ship the personal intimacy between Sen. Arthur H. 
Vandenberg and successive Secretaries of State has been almost 
the whole foundation for congressional acceptance of administra- 
tion policy. But now, while continuing the bipartisan foreign 
policy, and still working closely with Vandenberg, Acheson is again 
attempting to systematize the relationship between two govern- 
mental branches. 


Ernest A. Gross, who is well equipped for the place, has been 
given the sole assignment of Assistant Secretary of State in charge 
of congressional liaison. And Gross has one main job, which he 
has already well begun. It is to try to make sure that Congress 
as a whole is well enough informed about the foreign situation, 
so that necessary policy steps will always be supported. 


Acheson has acted none too soon. What has escaped notice in 
the general indignation about the civil rights filibuster, is that 
the restored coalition of Southerners and right-wing Republicans 
may have very important effects on foreign policy. 

Problem The plain truth is that it would have been better 

not to have launched the project of the Atlantic 
Pact at all, than to pass the pact and then refuse to implement 
it. The Southerners and right-wing Republicans want above all 
to avoid new taxes. But implementing the pact will require an 
initial, extra-budgetary appropriation of at least $1,500,000,000 for 
arms for Europe in the next 12 months. Worse still, when the 
military planners of the Atlantic Community eventually meet, they 
will have to come to realistic grips at last with the central prob- 
lem of Soviet rearmament. 


The measure of this problem is the simple fact, previously re- 
ported in this space, that Soviet production of heavy tanks has now 
reached a figure above 3,000 annually.. (In contrast, President 
Truman’s reduction of the U. S. arms budget has caused the War 
Department to abandon its pilot program for modernizing 400 of 
our World War II heavies, which the Soviets would only classify 
as medium tanks in any case.) The problem of Soviet rearma- 
ment, in short, is not one which can be solved by token shipments 
of arms to Europe, plus a half-hearted U. S. preparedness effort. 
And, if more is to be done, new taxes will be needed. 

Peri] Men like Sens. Walter F. George and Robert A. Taft 

already sense these longer-range implications of the At- 
lantic Pact. They are shrewd enough to know that the time is 
passing when the ever-increasing American role in world affairs 
can be comfortably financed out of the national surplus. Taft and 
George are too wise to have committed themselves as yet. But 
more impulsive Southerners and Republican conservatives are 
already speaking the language of Sir John Simon when he sabo- 
taged British rearmament in 1936 and 1937. They are saying that 
the “soundness of our economy is a better defense” than mere 
gordid military equipment. That argument almost gave Hitler 

ctory. 


Yet that argument, plus the ineffectiveness of President Tru- 
man’s -political leadership, are now actually imperilling the prac- 
tical implementation of the Atlantic Pact. Even if the Senate passes 
ae pact itself, the whole outcome will still be very much in the 

alance. 


What will happen, of course, if Congress refuses to take this 
n first step of helping to arm Europe, will be the rapid

Will Russia Cut All Ties With West? 


Russell Barnes, noted correspondent and foreign affairs analyst, has followed Russian devet- 
opments closely, both as a newspaperman and as a Government official in dealings with the 


Soviet. 


The most powerful political body in Russia—the All-Union Party _Congress—ie expected to be 
convened during the next few months in Moscow. It will be the first time the Communist su- 
preme authority, composed of party leaders from all over Russia, has been convoked since 1939, 


and only the second time since 1934. 

Why Premier Stalin plans to call the natioal 
party congress at this time is unannounced, but 
it is undoubtedly connected with the current 
Russian and world crises. 


The All-Union Body will probably be 
asked to approve the policies the Kremlin 
has worked out to meet the challenges 
to the Bolsheviks raised by the North 
Atlantic Defense Pact, and the rebellion 
of Marshall Tito in Yugoslavia against 
Moscow’s dictation. 


The Congress will. elect members of the 
Politburo, the Communist Central Committee, 
and other top members of the party hierarchy. 

It is conceivable if Stalin is in bad physical 
condition—he is 69 years old—that the All- 
Union Party Congress will be asked to approve 
the plan for Soviet succession. The purpose 
would be to avoid possibility of palace revolt 
should Stalin die suddenly. 

. About the only thing certain is that if the 
party congress is held it will simply rubber- 
stamp the program Stalin has prepared. 


But the importance of the convocation of 
the Communist control body at this time can 
hardly be overestimated. 


The Congress, which meets irregularly 
and infrequently, has in the past been 
summoned only when the Kremlin fig- 
ured it had reached an impasse, contem- 
plated switching policy, and wanted broad 
Communist Party approval. 


At the 1927 Congress, for example, Stalin 
crushed the Trotskyite opposition, announced 
the first Five-Year Plan, ‘and started nationali- 
zation of the land. 

In 1934, the Kremlin obtained party ap- 
proval for the collective-security policy later 
pushed by Maxim Litvinoff, and laid the 
groundwork for the party purge and the Mos- 
cow treason trials. 

At the last Party Congress—in 1939—the 
purge was ended. Litvinov and collective se- 
curity were dropped, V. M. Molotov took over 
the foreign ministry, and the Soviets adopted 


an isolationist line which culminated in the 
Hitler-Stalin pact. 

It is obvious the Soviet Union is now fae- 
ing problems as serious as any with which the 


Kremlin was struggling in 1927, 1934 or 1939. 


Molotov’s Western European policy seems te 
have resulted disastrously for Russia. 


The conclusion of the North Atlantic Defense 
Pact raises the probability that Red Army domi- 
nation of the Continent has ended. ; 


The Kremlin’s threats to Western 
Europe have apparently created the thing 
Moscow fears most—a Western military 
combination potentially strong enough te 
destroy the Russian Communist Govern- 
ment. 

Marshal Tito is rebelling against Soviet die 
tation in Yugoslavia. . 

Unrest prevails inside the Eastern European 
satellite states. 

With these and possibly other headaches to 
be laid before the projected All-Union Party 
Congress, what new policies will Stalin propose? 

This is the question which is stirring world 
speculation. 

Stalin might ask—which would be tanta- 
mount to receiving—authority for Russia to: 

Cut relations with the West and pull back 
into ifolation; withdraw from the United Na- 
tions; try to break the North Atlantic Defense 
Pact, even at the risk of starting a world war; 
support a Communist war to destroy Tito rule; 
make a compromise settlement with the West 
which would end the Berlin blockade, and re 
sult in permanent peacé settlements with Ger- 
many and Austria. 

Authoritative information is absolutely lack- 
ing, but most observers seem to chances 
favor Russia cutting herself off from the West, 
retiring into isolation, and trying to undermine 
democratic capitalism by conspiratorial methods. 

The international air will be clearer after 
Stalin, Molotov and other party leaders make 
their policy speeches and state their recommen- 
dations for Soviet action: 

At least Western powers will know better 
what to expect from Moscow.

Editor Constitution: People are wondering 
about the high cost of living, and just when Mr. 
Truman will bring prices back to normal. It 
did look like prices were really going to take a 
tumble a short while ago. My humble opinion 
is that high prices are here to stay. 

There may be a recession; there may be un- 
employment; but there will be high prices, be 
cause nobody wants or will have low wages. 

There are certain signs of the times to con- 
firm this. Congress is going to pass a 75-cents- 
an-hour minimum wage law. This means there 
will not be any more cheap wages, even for 
domestic help. Next, 1,000,000 railroad workers 
were recently awarded a 40-hour week with no 
loss in pay from the 48 hours they now work.

In current analyses of President Truman’s 
standing, it would seem that too much was read 
in the first place into the election “mandate” 
so-called and, as a result, too much is being read 
into this first conflict, which is rather a skirmish 
than a major engagement. 

But a majority of the people did say some- 
thing in the election, which was that they want 
to move forward. That was unmistakable. That 
was the “mandate.”

The New York Herald Tribune, formerly a Republican party-liner of the stuffiest editorial tradi- 


' tion and a what-ho, fox-hunting voice of the upper classes of England, has followed the meanderings of 


_another line in recent years. This change has been most marked since the death of Ogden Reid. He 
was the heir to the Whitelaw Reid fortune and the mother countzy ism which went with the estate, 


Ogden Reid was a kind man of more ability 
and sounder principles than the inkstained four- 
flushers of the day had the intelligence to per- 
ceive. He was an amiable drinker whose fre- 
quenting of speaks and saloons patronized by 
arty and pretentious reporters and reviewers of 
the staff was erroneously regarded as apple 
polishing by a boss who hoped to have a few 
friends at court when the revolution came. Ac- 
tually, he was a nice fellow who seems. to have 
been out-manned at home, like Roosevelt and 
even Lincoln. He found happiness in the empty 
babble of the alcoholics at the bar. 


His wife, Helen Rogers Reid, had seemed 
te be head man at the paper a long time 
before he died, but the change that came 
when he did die plainly showed that Ogden 
had exercised an important degree of control 
‘as long as he was here to do so. Mrs. Reid 
had been a working-girl in her youth. Her 
political philosophy, or tions, for 
she may have no formal philosophy, cannot 
be stated explicitly on the basis of a con- 
sistent inspection of the paper since she took 
ever. She has seemed to envy Eleanor 
Roosevelt’s notoriety and Eleanor’s chummy 
familiarity with those who have been making 
eareers and good livings at the business of 
exaggerating the woes of “minority groups” 
and personifying those “sroups.” 


* -Mrs. Reid’s yearnings for significance and 
recognition—the consuming desires of the Roose 
velt woman's career—have put the Herald Tribune 
into extracurricular conniptions such as the weird 
annual wind-jamming, known as its iorum, which 
is a politico-ideological Golden Gloves. The ac- 
tual Golden Gloves is much more popular and is 
on the level, too, whereas there is no telling 
whether the gas-bags who bloviate so importantly 
at Mrs. Reids rodeo are leveling or discoursing 
that which a commissioner of boxing would fear- 
lessly denounce as sordid mockery. 


The Sunday book department of the H-T has 
been a reliable index to its new policy. Its daily 
book feature, conducted by Lewis Gannett, has 
earried the message, or line, between Sundays. 
Gannett is cited 14 times in the index to the 
records of «he Dies and Thomas Committees on 
Un-American Activities as a member of or fellow: 
traveler with groups which those Committees, in 
reasonable interpretation of their information, 
classified as Communist fronts. 


The selections of books io be reviewed and the 
slant of the reviews in the Sunday and daily sec- 
tions are no less political than artistic. The 
selections and the reviews are, in my opinion, 
bigoted against the liberal and truthful writers 
and loaded in favor of those who preach or 
mutter the Tribune’s line. John T. Flynn’s fine 
historical work, “The Roosevelt Myth,” a factual 
and vehement presentation of the evil truth about 
Roosevelt, was blacklisted or ignored by the 
Tribune’s reviewers for months. Meanwhile, 
many trivial and faulty works, consistent with 
the line, were reviewed not only Sunday but on 
week-days, too, and, of course, rapturously. 


For one example there was a book by one 
Walter White, Negro, a tedious writer who has 
made a comfortable celebrity agitating against 
Jim Crow in the South. As a white man, Walter 
White would have been only one among a hundred 
million white men in the United States and a 
very ordinary fellow. Being of “white” com- 
plexion and having Caucasian features, by some 
biological freak, this professional imposter had 
fun flying the pullmans and other verboten pre- 
cincts in the South at no peril whatever because 
everybody thought he was a white man. His 
story is self-serving, partially incredible, uncor- 
roborated and unimportant. 


Flynn’s book will be a library reference work 
as long as there is any interest in Roosevelt. It 
will be absolutely trustworthy. Not a single alle- 
gation in the book has been challenged, much 
less faulted. Notwithstanding this political boy- 
cott by the ostensibly artistic literary departments 
of the Herald Tribune—and other papers of 
similar blush—“The Roosevelt Myth” jumped 
into the list of non-fiction best-sellers and stayed 
up there for six months. Flynn’s publisher in- 
quired when the H-T would review it and, 
finally, in despair, paid $600 to publish in the 
H-T as a paid advertisement a criticism by an 
impartial reviewer which had been published 
elsewhere. Finally, the H-T, possibly embar- 
rassed, did condescend to review “The Roosevelt 
Myth’ but handed it over to a precommitted de- 
votee of Roosevelt and the myth. He did the 
sort of job that would be expected. 


The same treatment, incidentally, had been 
given to George Morgenstern’s priceless contribu- 
tion to valid history, entitled “Pearl Harbor, the 
Story of the Secret War,” which sold badly for a 
work of such magnitude and impeccable honesty 
and authority. | 


When they can’t impeach the statements 
or find any fault with the emphasis on 
truths, reviewers of this school fall back on 
the observation that the author is a “bitter” 
fellow. By that test all American books on 
Hitler must be read with reserve. Any 
library which lacks these two and the late 
“Charles A. Beard’s “President Roosevelt and 
the Coming of the War, 1941,” is incomplete 
and unfortunate. 


Yet the Herald Tribune and the New York 
Times as well, whose book department suffers 
largely from the political maladies of the H-T, 
both found space and enthusiastic reviewers to 
praise the works of the sniveling sneak, Derou- 
nian, alias John Roy Carlson, who was damned 
as a liar without conscience when he came to 
trial in the Federal court. This professional liar 
lost repeatedly wherever victims of his fearful 
imagination took the trouble to bring him to bar. 


The Herald Tribune again presumes to politi- 
cal respectability as a Republican paper.

NEW YORK—The so-called Hague machine of Jersey City, last 
great political faction of its kind in the country, is facing its sternest 


opposition since “The Boss” took charge in 1917. 


“The boss” is big, wry-faced/ 
Frank Hague, holder of the ma- 
chine’s control since the days be- 
fore World War I. Both beloved 
and damned by a couple of gen- 
erations of Jerseyites he has re 
mained a figure imposing enough 
to have intoned publicly “I am 
the law!” and made it stick. 


He was powerful enough, too, to 
have shaped part of the political 
course of President Roosevelt after

HAGUE has faced showdowns

Rupp Claims Defense Title for Cats; 


Showdown Looms in Aggie Battle

NEW YORK—(AP)—Although the honor is generally conceded to Oklahoma A. and M., 
Coach Adolph Rupp, of Kentucky, laid claim yesterday to the best defensive team in 


college basketball. 

The issue may be settled in seat- 
tle, Wash., Saturday night when 
Kentucky and Hank Iba’s Okla- 
homa Aggies clash for the NCAA 
championship. 

“In my opinion, a team’s de- 
fenive strength should be figured 
on point spread rather than on 
the number of points allowed,” 
the Wildcat cage tactician said be- 
fore departing with his team for 
the Pacific Coast. 

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Bureau rates the teams defensive- 
ly on the average points yielded 
per game.

In this department, Oklahoma 
A. and M., which specializes in 
keeping the ball out of the enemy’s 
clutches, is tops, 

The Aggies, in all their season’s 
games up to the NCAA playoffs, 
gave up an average of 33.8 points 
a game. 

Kentucky allowed the opposi- 
tion an average ot 43.1—nearly 
10 more than did the Aggies. 

But the Wildcats had the larger 
point spread—that is the margin 
between the average points scored 
a game and the average allowed. 

Kentucky scored an average of 
68.2 for a point spread of 25.1 
points. In other words, that’s the 
margin by which they averaged 
whipping their foes. 

The Oklahoma A. and M. point 
spread is 12.6. This is based on 
the Aggies’ average of 46.4 points 
scored and 33.8 yieldéd.. 

“For instance, in the first game 
with St. Louis, Oklahoma A. and 
M., won, 29-27, in an overtime. 
That gave the Aggies a good de- 
fensive mark but they only won 
by two points. Is that good defen- 
sive basketball?” Rupp asked. 
Rupp then cited the play of his 
Wildcats against Illinois in last 
night’s Eastern NCAA finals, won 
by Kentucky, 76-47. 

“We made 31 field goals and 14 
fouls. That means every one of 
those times—45 of them—we had 
to give up the ball to Illinois and 
let them take a chance at scoring. 
That’s the rea] test.” 

“Point spread is the true test of 
defensive as well as offensive bas- 
ketball.” 

The Kentucky and Illinois teams 
left by chartered plane yesterday 
morning for the NCAA finals in 
Seattle.

When two or three report cards in a row show marks 
that are the barely-passing kind, and you’ve had several 
notes from your son’s or daughter’s teacher, you get so 
that success or failure in school work looms large on your 
horizon.
